ever, it has been established that 
winding processes substantially im- 
prove qualities, reduce costs and 
make jobs attractive for men and 
women who work and buy. 

There are a number of applica- 
tions of the art to this branch of 
the industry, but in the tmie al- 
lotted if would be impossible to 
cover all of them. so it is my in- 
tention to illustrate the entire field 
by showing how a preparatory proc- 
ess applied to weaving saves waste, 
in time, in effort and in material. 

As vou are aware, the highest 
costs in cloth manufacture are rep- 
resented in the weaving department. 
Material values are greatest. at this 
point ,and it might easily be claim- 
ed that “trade reputation” is largely 
econtrolied in a process where the 
materials are finally assembled for 
outside consumption. This being 
true, it stands to reason that when 
the assembling peak is reached 
where departmental costs and prop- 
erty values are highest, then is the 
time to apply engineering methods 
to secure the economies resulting 
from scientific investigation. 


In weaving, the construction em- 
bodies two elements—that is, the 
warp and the filling, and it is mv 


purpose to set forth the difference 
between past accepted practices and 
present proven methods of prepar- 
ing these two -elements for cloth 
construction. 

As you are aware, warp yarns for- 
merly were, and now are, prepared 
in long lengths for weaving by first 
spooling, then warping, and finally 
slashing, thereby presenting to the 
loom thousands of vards of thor- 
oughly inspected material, repre- 
senting one of the two elements re- 
ferred to. The other element repre- 
sented by the filling has only re- 
cently been given the same careful 
preparatory treatment accorded to 
the warp, it being the practice in 
the past to perpretate the error 
avoided in the warp by injecting 
into the filling process two or three 
hundred grains only of uninspected 
material, which by the aw of aver- 
age and proportion is negative to 
the warp element with which it is 
to be mated. 

To offset as far 
unequal condition and inconsistent 
practice, a positive-driven type of 
winding machine was developed to 


as possible. this 


wind filling with compact precision 
for mule cops or frame bobbins on 
to a paper or wooden container hold- 
ing two or three times the amount 
of yarn usually presented to the 
loom, the process of winding im- 
proving the filling, even as the pre- 
paratory processes improve the 
warp, with the result that both ma- 
terial elements are presented to the 
loom in maximum lengths of equal 
completeness. 

In past mill practice the amount 
of yarn contained on a mule cop or 
frame bobbin seldom exceeded 350 
grains, and if the mill were weav- 
ing 40-inch sheeting, 80x80 square, 
30s warp, 40s filling, the loom run- 
ning at 160 picks per minute, the 
amount of 40s single filling con- 
sumed per loom per week would 
equal fourteen pounds. 

Inder these conditions a weaver 
would be given eight plain looms 
to run, the total job consuming 112 
pounds, or 704,000 grains of filling 
every forty-eight hours. Dividing 
the total grains consumed by the 
grains contained on one cop or bob- 
bin proves that the eight looms must 
stop 2240 times weekly for filling 
changes, and that the weaver must 
charge and change shuttles an equal 
number of times, providing the yarn 
on every cop or bobbin runs its 
entire length without breaking; as a 
matter of fact ,the total number of 
interferences would equal 2400 in- 
stead of 2240, due to imperfectrons 
in the yarn, sluffing from the con- 
fainers, and the amount of material 
ussually left on the cop or bobbin 
butt. 

By direct comparison this mill, 
winding and preparing its 40s sin- 
gle filling, would present to the loom 


a bobbin containing 875 grains, or 
4200 yards, of mspected material, 


with a result. that the eight looms 
would only stop 896 times instead 
of 2400, the weaver charging and 
changing shuttles 896 times against 
2400 in. forty-eight hours, there be- 
ing no additional interference 
through imperfections, sluffing, ete. 
The difference in loom. stoppages 
between the two methods equals 
i504 interruptions weekly, amount- 
ing fo a considerable saving in ma- 
chine. and hand time. 

Ordinarily, seven or eight seconds 
is ample time to charge and change 
a shuttle with bobbin filling, and 


the

fourteen to sixteen seconds the time 
fo charge and change cop filling; 
however, this does not hold true if 
weaver is occupied mending 
warp, and if is quite possible for 
looms to be stopped minutes, instead 
of seconds, if the weaver is not in 
a position to make the filling re- 
placement. In this connection it 
must be borne in mind that 875 
grains of inspected filling will run 
twenty-two consecutive .minutes in 
a loom weaving 40-inch goods at 160 
picks per minute; consequently, 
when a weaver is mending warp, 
the balance of the job is more likely 
to be running. : 

If 1504 represents the actual re- 
duction in the filling changes, and 
eight to sixteen seconds the time 
lost per change, figures prove that 
three hours out of forty-eight hours 
would be saved, as compared with 
frame spun filling, and six hours as 
compared with cop filling. While 
this saving fairly represents the ad- 
ditional time allotment for opera- 
tives, it does not represent the com- 
plete saving in machine time. For 
illustration, saving three to. six 
hours of the operative’s time, plus 
the greater continuity of loom mo- 
tion ,represents the improvement 
for estimating increased loom effi- 
ciency. 

In actual mill practice this saving 
in machine and operative time re- 
sults in an increased loom efficiency 
of ten to twenty per cent as com- 
pared with frame or mule spun fill- 
ing, which is equivalent to adding 
that percentage of looms to a mill 
equipment without initial cost or 
yearly operating expense. 

With long lengths of prepared 
filling, loom jobs are increased from 
fifty to a hundred per cent, depend- 
ing on the style of goods being wo- 
ven. On the 80x80 style sheeting 
previously referred to, a weaver 
running twelve looms would only 
charge and change shuttles 1344 
Limes weekly, as against 2400 times 
on eight booms with a 350 grain spun 
supply. 

Under this improved condition, a 
weaver running twelve looms would 
only charge and change thirty-six 
shuttles per hour, less than 40 per 
cent of the sixty minutes being oc- 
cupied in this respect. Further- 
more, it has been definitely deter- 
mined that the higher loom effi- 
ciency preyrously accounted for 
not-lost when the job is increased in 
reasonable proportion to the saving 
in hand time. Increasing a loom job 
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fifty per cent naturally increases 
operative productivity in like pro- 
portion, plus the higher efficiency 
of each loom, figures and facts prov- 
ing that the physical. burden, or 
hand time, on the twelve-loom job 
is considerably less than the burden 
or time on the eight-loom job, where 
continuous filling changes are con- 
stantly interrupting both machine 
and operative. 

In the foregoing I have described 
the effect of a preparatory process 
on the machine and operative fac- 
tors in the weaving process, and it 
now remains to show how prepared 
filling improves quality and saves 
waste in materials, 

As far as improvement in quality 
is concerned if is obvious that the 
fundamental principle in cloth con- 
struction calls for the greatest con- 
tinuity of loom motion that it %s 
possible to establish. Mispicks, thick 
and thin places, loops and cracks m 
the selvages are the results of filling. 
changes which interrupt the har- 
mony of loom motion, and it follows 
that any method of effecting a sixty 
per cent reduction in these changes 
must operate for refinement and 
quality. Furthermore, slubs, bunch- 
es, soft and thin places in yarn are 
likely to be woven into the cloth 
unless removed in a preparatory 
process. 

Filling waste made in weaving is 
the source of enormous losses in the 
textile industry, amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars annually. I venture 
to say that when mule cop filling is 
used eight ounces of waste repre- 
sents the loss per loom per week, 
and when frame bobbin filling is 
used four ounces per loom per'week 
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would be a conservative estimate. 

Few mill men like to admit their 
losses in this respect, and I find it 
difficult to convince them that this 
waste represents a loss considerably 
in excess of cost value. 


I would like to eite a condition 
that came under my observation 


during the latter part of the war, 
when 100s single yarn was selling 
for four dollars per pound. A mill 
weaving average 100s single filling 
on mule cops was making, accord- 
ing to their waste account, seven 
ounces of cop waste per loom per 
week, and as they operated four 
thousand looms, the total loss 
amounted to 87,500 pounds per year. 
If the cost value of 100s single yarn 
equalled $2.50 per pound, and the 
value in cloth equalled $4.20 per 
pound, this mill lost $218,750, plus a 
possible profit of $148.750, totalling 
$367.500; deducting the amount of 
$10,500 received for waste, the net 
loss, as I prefer to figure it, equalled 
$357,000 per year. (Evidently An- 
drew Carnegie had the right idea.) — 

Similar bosses, by degree, appear 
in all weaving processes, and are 
caused by constant filling changes 
brought about through short lengths 
of imperfect and impaired material 
heing injected into the process, and 
I think you will agree that this 
fairly represents an economic loss. 

When filling yarns are spun for a 
winding instead of a weaving proc- 
ess, it is usually the practice to spin 
a greater amount of material on the 
cop or bobbin by either changing the 
builder motion on the mule or by 
changing the size of ring on the 
frame. 

As I see it, the ideal combination 


for spinning 30s single warp and 40s 
single filling for 80x80 square cloth 
would be to equip all spinning 
frames with 1% inch rings, warp 
bobbins and filling wind throughout. 
This would insure great flexibility 
of spinning equipment, and, as I 
understand, the application of fill- 
ing wind builders to warp frames 
would insure a five per cent increase 
in spinning production as compared 
with past practice. 

Under this arrangement bobbins 
containing approximately 875 grains 
of warp yarn would.be delivered to 
the spooler, there to be inspected, 
pieced in long lengths and wound 
for the warping process. (Inecident- 
ally, production at the spooler 
would -be inereased at least twenty- 
five per cent by the over-end deliv- 
ery from filling wind warp bobbins.) 

At the 


same time bobbins eon- 
taining 875 grains of filling yarn 
would be delivered to the filling 


winder, there to be inspected, pieced 
in long lengths and conrpactly 
wound for the shuttle. Under these 
conditions, and only so, can warp 
and filling yarns be truly mated in 
a weaving process. | 

While I have so far applied the 
principle of preparation to plain 
loom weaving, | do not wish you to 
infer that the proposition has less 
value for looms where the filling is 
automatically supplied. 

Applying a similar treatment to 
the filling process in automatic 
weaving, tt is interesting to estimate 
that a weaver running sixteen looms

Promptly at 3 o'clock the chlidren 
from Draper graded school marched 
down to the Draper “Y” playground 
and feasted their eves on the splen- 
did new apparatus of every kind 
that had been provided for them 
through the generosity of the Caro- 
lina Cotton and Woolen Mills Com- 
pany welfare department and the 

A splendid program was arranged 
for the opening of the playground. 
Mr. Manker, the director of music 
for the Carolina organization, led 
the children in mass singing and 
velling and then happy “Y” secre- 
tary, H. W. Owen, introduced to the 
several hundred people gathered in 
the playgrounds. L. W. Clark, gen- 
eral manager of the Draper Mills. 
Mr. Clark made a short instructive 


talk to the children esspecially and 


told how glad he was that they had 
at last secured such a splendid 
ground and equipment for them. 

After yells for Mr. Clark and Mr. 
Weaver, the welfare director, the 
program was closed by a prayer 
from the company religious work 
secretary and the gangs of children 
were given a chance to play on the 
grounds for 45 minutes. 

The equipment of the grounds 
consists of several ocean wave slides 


for small and large children, about 


{5 or 20 swings, horizontal bars of 
all kinds, all equipment durable and 
good looking. Besides the playing 
equipment there is a first class ten- 
nis court and a baseball ground in 
connection. Leading into the play- 
ground there is a lovely music hall 
where the Draper bands and other 
musical organizations are to meet 
for their practice work. The whole 
svstem is complete in every respect 
and the people are proud of it. 

One of the mosts enthusiastic 
meetings ever held in Spray was the 
graduating exercise meeting held in 
the central “Y” building last Satur- 
dav afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. Over 
75 students assembled at the “Y” for 
the meeting, their ages being from 
14 to 60 years. These students were 
men and boys who since September 
had been enrolled in some kind of 
vocational class work at. night for 
two nights a week studying some 
trade subject such as mill caleula- 
tions, weaving and designing, card- 
ing and spinning, elementary elec- 
tricity, ete. 

The meeting was opened by the 
local supervisor, Luther Hodges, 
who has had charge of the educa- 
tional work for the past two years 
and he explained how the vocational 
work as now carried on by the fed- 
eral and state governments was 
started and also gave some little his- 
tory about the progress among the 
mills in Spray, Leaksville and Dra- 
per. He then called on various stu- 
dents and teachers for a word about 
the class work. Several students re- 
sponded enthusiastically about the 
good they had derived from their 
study and several teachers, among 
whom were two superintendents of 
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mills, told how much pleasure a) |

Just how much the acreage will be 


reduced is still a matter of specula-

still leave sufficient acreage for a 10 
million bale erop, which, added to 
the carryover, would make the sup- 
ply more than enough to meet the 
requirements of an active demand. 
The cost of raising cotton this year 
is not a heavy obstacle. It is esti- 
mated that 15 cents per pound will 
cover the expense. Last vear if was 
about double that figure. In some 
sections negro labor is to be had for 
90 ‘cents a day as compared with 
$4.00 and $5.00 a year ago. 

Labor disturbances in England 
have been an unhealthy factor in the 
export situation. Total exports from 
the United States up to the first of 
April amounted to 3,752,000 bales as 
compared with 5,185,000 bales last 
year. The corresponding figure for 
prewar days is over twice the pres- 
ent amount. 

Figures for March takings by mills 


in this country show no marked im-. 


provement over February. For the 
cotton year up to April 1, our do- 
mestic consumption totaled about 3.- 
300,000 Hales as compared with 4.-

while there is some complaint on 
the part ‘of the employes as to the 


low scale of wages, there is more 


contentment than one would sup- 
pose, and the situation has decidedly 
improved within the last few weeks.

New York — Cotton goods prices 
have continued steady during the 
past week. Fair business has been 
reported in several lines including 
pereales, shirtings, dress ginghams 
and print cloths. Slight reductions 
were noted in chambray. Several 
big sales of printed goods, sheetings 
and drills for foreign shipment were 
reported during the week. The large 
consumers of pereales and printed 
shirtings have been making lower 
offers for late deliveries, following 
the recent naming of prices by the 
corporation printers. The latter are 
supplied with busmess for some 
weeks and are unwilling to consider 
lower bids at the present time. 

The finishers of shirtings, job 
printers, are being pressed hard to 
make further price reductions for 
the purpose of increasing the confi- 
dence converters must have before 
they undertake competition with 
the new offerings of the larger cor- 
porations. 

The demand for dress ginghams 
continues without abatement and 
the large manufacturers could read- 
ily sell substantial quantities of spot 
goods if they had them to offer. 

Sales of print cloths have been 
made this week on a basis of 6%c 
for June delivery of 38% inch 64x 
60s. More goods may be had at that 
price. Only a few mills will take 
the busimess, as most sellers want 


65c for April-May and prefer not | 


to consider June shipments at this 
time. The low prices continue to 
attract interest in some quarters of 
the sheeting markets, more especial- 
ly among the jobbers. The manu- 
facturing trades are still dormant, 
although inquiries made two weeks 
ago were renewed in some instances 
by wire during the day. 


There seems to be no question of 
the improved state of affairs in the 
print cloth market. Many of the 
Southern mills are considered ; in 
fairly good shape’ for April-May, 
which is expected to be an import- 
ant factor in the continued strength 
of print cloths. At 6% cents, the 
prevailing opinion now is that 64x 
60s are cheap, and considerable ad- 
ditional quantities could be sold for 


/ nearby months at this price. But 


it seems to be out of the question 
for April-May, with a number of 
fair sales reported at 6% cents. It 
was understood that Fall River had 


sold some goods at 6% cents, and 


then advanced to 6% cents. 

Some trading in 68x72s, 4.75 yard, 
at 7% cents, was reported, and la- 
ter it was suggested that all of the 
nearby goods available at this price 
had been cleaned out, and trading 
at 7% cents was heard. At the close, 
opinions were heard that over 10,- 
000 pieces had sold altogether, at 7% 
cents, indicating that the price had 
been established for nearby. 

There is an active spot demand 
for plisses and printed crepes for 
immediate retailing and there is also 
a steady call for many lines or ehil- 
dren's garments in cotton. The cor- 
poration printers whose prices for 
fall were continued on the spring 
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level, have booked orders for abo) 
one-half their capacity thus far a).
